

It In my opinion, our difficulties in connection with this natter arise from 
faults in the current procedures of the Patent Office in regard to applications which 
May or do involve security questions or considerations. The principal difficulty io 
that it apparently takes a long tiro for an application to cose to the attention of 
this Agency, in sons cases, if I remosfcer correctly, as much as a year. In the 
meantime the inventor say have also filed in foreign countries, doing so in all good 
faith and in the protection of his lnteresto. After he has done so. It Is rather 
faille for the U.S* to place a secrecy order on the inventor, so far as security la 
OortCeHved, and in addition, such action lays the U*S. open to claims for conronsation 
for Heavy damages if the inventor complies with the secrecy order. 

2, Hence, 1 recommend that the hoed of the Patents Branch in AFSA-03 make an 
investigation aw to the current Patent Office procedures in these natters and present 
a report thereon, with reco mentations . AP3A policy can only he determined by or 
based upon Patent Office procedures which will insure that an application of crypto- 
logic significance will be examined by an aFJA representative within, say, five days 
Of its receipt in the Patent Office . 
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
